But capable substitute comes 
curious sort day dream. very quiet here the 
eastern window and the hills are alluring green the 
afternoon sun. The birds are chirping joyously the 
trees below and the lawn-mower—setting excellent 
example the potent, grave and reverend—sings 
labors. And the midst the peace and restfulness 
the golden day, there floats through the window 
venerable monk, his white hands raised benison and 
refreshing human twinkle his clear blue eyes. His habit 
very different from mine, and know that has lived 
more years than there are hairs his head; but sheds 
about him the perfume youth and smiles feel 
the most natural thing the world call him Brother. 
And addresses thus: 

“Never mind telling what you are thinking about. 
Brother. haven’t lived community for seven hundred 
years and more without finding out how read faces. 
Your face extremely easy read—so very few marks 
deep thought it. Shows lack discipline, Brother, 
quite frank. days they never let novice get 
through until had learned the Psalter heart. Not 
rote, mind you, but heart. But course you don’t 
know the Psalter either way, you? 

“Well, about retreats. You are making very common 
mistake, Brother. You seem fancy that the success 
the retreat depends the little man who preaches it. 
Oh, know you didn’t actually say so, but that what 
was the back your mind. Well, you are wrong, very 
wrong. Suppernaturally speaking the success your re- 
treat depends God—you know that well do, but 
you don’t realize much you should. And humanly 
speaking the success your retreat depends you. And 
when have said that have practically closed the 
subject. All that remains now make the retreat. 

“Not satisfied yet, are you? see the questions form- 
ing your lips. ‘How about the preacher,’ you want 
ask, ‘and the man who gives the conferences and reads 
the Well, what about them? You don’t 
suppose they particularly matter, you? They are only 
the ear trumpets through which God speaks your soul, 
which the way seems remarkably hard hearing. 

“Eh? Oh, understand that objection, too. You are 
trying tell that those human instruments, for all the 
vicariousness their functions, cannot eliminate their 
human qualities; that they remain rigorous 
thetic resentful; that they breathe too loud haven’t 
learned the art public speaking tell pointless stories; 
that they don’t show God the God love, that they 
strain gnats and swallow camels, that they praise the 
virtues which they cannot claim. That’s what you are 
thinking, not? Just so! 

“My dear Brother Stupidity! Kindly remember what 
told you. Those men are the ear trumpets through which 
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God speaks. The message always more important than 
the medium, the melody than the instrument. Nobody 
with sense the fitness things expects too much 
ear trumpet. ear trumpet has its limitations. 
generally unsightly thing, and often made 
inferior grade rubber. Sometimes cracked. Even 
the best ear trumpet distorts the sounds spoken into it; but 
the hearer makes allowances for that. The supreme con- 
sideration for you that better have any sort 
ear trumpet rather than ear trumpet all.” 

The old monk folded his hands the ample sleeves 
his habit, and slowly floated toward the open window. 
the sill turned and said: 

“Or, change the figure, Brother mine, wise 
little monk who applies himself more drinking copiously 
the living waters than criticizing the design the 
fountain—or even the exhaust pipe.”

After all, what was good enough say about retreats 
susceptible application institutes, with obvious 
modifications. One thing, least, certain: The success 
the institue depends less the lecturers than the 
auditors. What wealth fine things, now that think 
it, are said teachers’ institutes! And what mass 
excellent reading matter suggested for reference and for 
special study! What host pedagogical authorities are 
annually quoted their brightest and their best! And 
who sit the seats the humble with poised pencils and 
air aggressive expectancy hear all; and some 
fancy that know all—that is, that have heard 
read those words wisdom before. 

But how much realize? How much the 
educational wisdom the ages have digested and 
absorbed and incorporated into our thought processes, our 
conduct and our lives? what extent does our class- 
room practice correspond our institute theories? How 
many those theories are working—and workable— 
theories? 

Here, for isntance, are three educational truisms: 

Know thyself.” 

“The child the father the man.” 

“The greatest these charity.” 

Let suppose that institute lecturer decidedly 
unconventional type—if you can conceive unconven- 
tional type—were write those three sentences the 
blackboard and then sit down and allow the assembled 
teachers indulge hour silent meditation 
them. let further suppose—and this supposi- 
tion considerable magnitude—that every teacher present 
were take those truisms one one and endeavor 
find out what extent they have worked themselves into 
his philosophy life and education. And let suppose 
that the expiration the hour every teacher were 
write out the for mof resolution practical reply 
the practical question: What going about 
it: 

Well, that might prove very successful lecture!

classics. 

Every little while college professor assures that 
teaching the grades not all that should be; and now 
and then from the patient grades raised reproachful 
finger pointing the direction the colleges. Seeing 
“how the other half lives” would help both halves. 


The Middle-class Mind. keen observer and bit 
philosopher Mr. Sidney Brooks. Looking conditions 
this country from the point view Englishman 
who has traveled considerably and read much, ventures 
call our atention peculiar phase our national 
mentality. What says does not specifically apply 
educational problems; yet not without interest the 
teacher. any rate, his words—and they are pregnant 
words—are deserving little quiet meditation, especial- 
during these vacation days when nothing that human 
can foreign us. says: 

“While the sum total American intelligence un- 
doubtedly impresive, more reason its quantity 
than its quality. mean that the educational system 
the country has rather raised great and unprecedented 
number people the standard what England 
should call middle-class opinion than raised the standard 
itself, and that consequence the operative force 
American politics middle-class opinion left pretty 
much its own devices and not corrected the best 
intelligence the country. And middle-class opinion, 
especially when left its own devices, fearsome 
thing. marks out the nation over which has gained 
control willing slave words, willing follower 
the fatal short-cut, prey caprice, unreasoning 
sentiment and the attraction ‘panaceas,’ and stamps 
broadly upon its face the hall-mark honestly uncon- 
cious parochialism. Such, quite candid, appears 
have been too much its effect America. 
know country where prejudice lives long, 
where thought once active and shallow and 
praiseworthy curiosity little guided fixed stand- 
ards, where craze finds readier acceptance, where 
policies that are opposed all human experience con- 
tradicted the most elementary facts social eco- 
nomic conditions stand better chance captivating the 
populace, where men who are fundamentally insigni- 
ficant attain such quaintly authoritative prestige.”

The late Marion Crawford somewhere wrote that, 
his notion, would excellent thing for book lovers 
make now and then literary retreat, just religious 


persons make spiritual one. Unfortunately, the gifted 
novelist failed offer any suggestive details, assuming, 
doubt, that those his readers who cared make 
such retreat would need advice and that those need 
aid would not avail themselves it. perhaps—and 
this, confess, seems more likely—the idea literary 
retreat struck Crawford genial and playful fancy—a 
butterfly the mind which would cruelty pin 
the board program. 

Now, keenly with that butterfly. But 
also exceedingly curious see taken net, duly 
chloroformed and appropriately displayed. 
words, convinced that for the average teacher 
literary retreat, entered into with even the smallest degree 
earnestness. means the worst thing the 
world. And since the editor The Catholic School 
Journal suggestes that for this June issue offer some 
suggestions for vacation work, find this retreat idea 
ready hand. The planning has proved rather 
fascinating proceeding. 

This eight days retreat. Its object 
renew the literary spirit bringing home ourselves 
some the fundamental truths art its relation life 
—especially our lives. generous plunge into the sug- 
gested readings and some meditation along the lines set 
forth the following paragraphs will constitute the gener- 
exercises.

SECOND DAY.—THE GREAT WRITER. 


Let convince ourselves the great truth under- 
lying Buffon’s casually uttered and frequently misquoted 
remark: “Le style est meme.” Let reflect 
Dr. Curry’s statement: “Art the intervention 
personality. 

Personality. All men are alike, and all men are 
different. The great writer akin other men the 
common experiences humanity; stands apart from 
them account his personality. Following Mr. Mabie, 
may say that included personality are temperament, 
quality imagination, point view, artistic sense, edu- 
cation and faculty expression. The last mentioned 
the pre-eminent trait the great writer; not only 
knows life, but able express his knowledge. 

Attitude. Some great writers view life from the 
inside out; others, from the outside in. The former are 
subjective; the latter are objective. The subjective writer 
writes himself and incidentally explains the world; the 
objective writer writes his neighbor and doing 
explains himself and all men. St. Augustine subjective; 
Shakespeare objective. Tennyson objective “The 
Idyls the King” and subjective “In Memoriam.” 

Ideals. man thinks, he. Quintilian 
rightly held that great orator—and might have said 
the same great writer—must good man. 
filthy mind,” said gifted woman, English novelist, 
“makes filthy Goethe held that his works are “one 
great confession.”

Descriptive poetry. based the relations 
man nature—the house which lives, the stage upon 
which plays his part. Since literature the expression 
life, and since life strongly and deeply affected 
nature, follows that the influence nature literature 
correspondingly strong and deep.

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FOURTH DAY.—THE DRAMA. 

Let reflect this definition: drama story 
audience. Both comedy and tradegy, the action ordi- 
narily turns upon conflict wills. There are three pos- 
sible types conflict: 

The individual versus fate. here used, the word 
fate merely convenient symbol for what has been 
variously called destiny, the gods, Nemisis and Karma. 
the Christian conception called the Providence 
God. This type conflict emphasized the plays 
Sophocles. 

The individual versus environment. Material for 
both tragedy and comedy furnished the vision 
man beating like captive bird against the bars his 
limitations.

The individual versus himself. “The flesh warreth 
against the spirit and the spirit against the flesh, for these 
are contrary.” Here the basis the third type con- 
flict, the type which the greatest dramatists has made 
his province. “Hamlet” perhaps the world’s supreme 
dramatic masterpiece, because embodies all three types 
conflict. “The time out joint (environment’ 
cursed spite (fate), that ever (individual) was born 
set right.”

FIFTH DAY.—THE NOVEL. 

reflect the universality the story-telling 
instinct which the art fiction systemization. 
“And without parables spake not unto them.” 

Elements. The elements the novel are the char- 
acters, the plot and the setting. The characters are the 
persons the story; they may principle secondary, 
stationary developing, individuals types. The plot 
the organized action the story—organized because 
has clearly marked beginning, middle and end. The set- 
ting the background scenery, manners, ideas, social 
circumstances against which the plot unwoven and 
the midst which the characters live and move and are; 
the setting the environment. 

Classes. the emphasis laid mainly the 
characters, have the analytical psychological novel, 
such “The Scarlet Letter.” the emphasis laid 
mainly the plot—that is, the reader interested 
chiefly what happens, the events—we have the novel 
action the historical novel, such “Ivanhoe.” 
the emphasis laid mainly the setting, have some- 
times the problem novel, such “Ramona;” and some- 
times the novel maners, such “Pride and Prejudice.” 

Methods. These are two: The discoursive and the 
compact. The discoursive method employs many charac- 
ters, frequently changes the details setting and gen- 
eral takes extensive view life. Such the method 
followed Thackeray The compact 
method centers atention but one most very few 
characters, preserves unity setting and takes in- 
tensive view life; such the method followed Mon- 
signor Benson “The Sentimentalists.” 

For reading: Any standard work fiction. Bliss 
Perry’s Study Prose Fiction.” 


SIXTH DAY.—THE ESSAY. 

Here have word many meanings. Montaigne 
first applied the literary form that not poetry and 
not drama and not prose fiction. 

Development. The essay never found early 
peoples’ civilization; there were essayists the days 
when the Homeric poems were produced. comes late 
because appeals cultivated and mature taste—note 
that young children not take kindly the essay—and 
because presupposes knowledge and reflection. 

Elements. The matter the essay varied 
life itself; its scope ranges from the Synoptic Gospels and 
the Fourth Crusade and the knocking the gate “Mac- 
beth” sealing wax and cabbages and kings. The form 
the essay not less flexible. Both are largely deter- 
mined the most important element the three, the 
personality the author. 

Classes. list the variety essay classes would 
exhaustive and exhausting task. have essavs 
historical, biographical, literary, descriptive, impression- 
istic, epistolary, didactic and scientific—all according 


the emphasis laid upon one other their elements.

SEVENTH DAY.—CLASSICISM. 

come now two literary movements attitudes, 
Classicism and Romanticism. find the same ideas 
applicable actual life. Our friends are either Classicists 
ary analysis the same holds true: Polonius, the “Bromide,” 
Classic; Hamlet, the “Sulphite,” Romantic. The prin- 
ciple traits the Classic are: 

Imitation. The Classic writer worships rules; 
writes the book. great hand quotation. 
models not only his writing but his view life cer- 
tain accepted models. Pope example. The Classic 
attitude movement away from life. 

The Classic book thing more 
the mind than the heart. Hence that Classic 
writers are rarely the first rank—witness Virgil com- 
pared with Homer, Pope compared with Wordsworth, 
Bulwer-Lytton compared with Thackery. 

Objectivity. Being movement life, the 
Classic attitude has more regard for the manifestations 
human nature the conventionalities life and art than 
for human nature revealed art and life.

EIGHTH DAY.—ROMANTICISM. 

Romanticism the attitude directly opposed Class- 
icism; the “back nature” movement manifested 
literature. Its principle characteristics are: 

The Romantic writers are the literary 
pathfinders; they are the blazers trails, the discoverers 
new worlds. They manifest independence thought, 
they experiment with new forms, they rebel against rec- 
ognized rules and canons. Where the Classicist says: 
“This has never been done before, therefore, must not 
it,” the Romanticist says: This has never been done 
before, therefore, let now!” 

Emotional note. was the Romantic Keats who 
exclaimed: “Oh, for life emotions rather than 
thoughts!” The Romanticist takes keen delight 
nature, the past the future rather than the 
present; attracted the mysterious, the 
the unexpected; generally surcharged with religious 
patriotic intensity. 

Subjectivity. The great lyric poets have been Ro- 
mantic poets, because esential trait Romanticism 
what has been called “the intrusion the ego.” The 
Romanticist writes mainly himself, his aspirations 
and his moods.

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CATHOLIC VACATION SCHOOLS 


New Summer Charity Save the Little Sons and 
Daughters the Poor—Child Life the Slums—The 
Work the National Vacation Bible School As- 
sociation—The Field the Catholic Charity 
Worker Finds It. 


way prelude let picture ourselves the situa- 
tion. First all, when the schools close summer there 
goes out into the slums our big cities great crowd 
little children, freed from all the salutary shelter and re- 
straint school. tens thousands they swarm all 
day about the alleys and the street corners, constant 
peril body and soul. During the year they were kept 
safe for the greater part the day the comparative 
cleanliness and quiet the schoolroom; but now they are 
part the wild life the street from dawn dark. 
one has very much care their little bodies their 
little souls save the drayman, who must keep from run- 
ning them down; the policeman, who must see 
that they mischief other folk’s property. 

not difficult see how deplorable the state 
these little sons and daughters the poor. They have 
indeed hard way it—to develop any Christian decency 
out the life the dusty street. They swarm like flies— 
numberless and more regarded. One could 
scarcely fancy worse environment more desperate 
lack training for Christian children Christian land. 

help ourselves realize the state these poor 
children, let take paragraph two from the remarks 
the Honorable Julius Mayer, justice the Court 
Special Sessions New York City, who writes “The 
Child the Large City,” the reports prepared for the 
International Prison Commission, the Commissioner 
for the United States. One may find the full report 
the House Documents, Volume 50. 

Speaking the child life New York City, says 
“It safe say that the life New York City bad 
environment powerful factor influence child 
life. ‘Fagin’ reality the lower east side the city. 
Case after case has come before the court which 
has appeared that children have been taught steal 
older boys and young men, who use these children 
their tools and who profit from their crimes. The pick- 
ing pockets and the snatching purses, chatelaines and 
other articles which women carry money and valuables 
sadly prevalent. 

“The skill these child pickpockets little less than 
marvelous. They usually work threes, one boy opens 
the purse chatelaine and grabs the money. passes 
another boy, who disappears fast can, and 
the third boy, throughout the transaction, one expe- 
dient another, diverts the attention the person whose 
pocket being picked whose property being taken. 
large percentage these cases the parents are re- 
spectable, hard working people. The children who belong 
this class are most largely children the more recent 
immigrants, and while the parents are most cases 
decent and hard working, their struggle for existence 
hard that they not seem able give their 
children that attention which more fortunate parents 
less congested neighborhoods can give. The life the 
children the main the street, and there that 
they form these dangerous associations.” 

After giving account another sort juvenile 
delinquents who steal lead pipe and copper wire, goes 
say: “For the class crime referred under this 
head, there can specific remedy suggested. will 
continue long the population certain parts the 
city congested, and the opportunity for close associa- 
tion with older and criminal boys and youths made easy. 
the work the settlements and the various other edu- 
cational and philanthropic activities progresses, and 
more children are drawn thereby attractive surround- 
ings, may hope for less this kind crime.” 

Thus run the observations one experienced student 
conditions. There need multiply like testi- 


mony. The situation which Justice Mayer has described 
New York exists with but slight changes the purlieus 
nearly all our greater cities. 


The Parish School for Vacation Use. 

much for the first part the picture. But now 
consider that the very moment when these swarms 
neglected children, most them pupils public schools, 
are turned out play the gutters and the streets, our 
own parish schoolhouses are likewise cleared all their 
lively young inhabitants. There they stand, empty and 
roomy, all the summer long, ready used any 
good work which needs house room and shelter. They 
would excellent places for vacation schools. 

Finally, and this the most significant part the 
picture, the very time when these schoolrooms 
empty and inviting, and when the neglected children 
swarm about the streets, great number Catholic 
young men and young women, Sodalists and others, find 
themselves with abundant leisure, more free and more 
able engage any interesting occupation they choose, 
than any other season the year. They would 
very much the better, most them, for doing something 
for their neighbor. little regular occupation would lend 
all the more zest their summer holiday. Contact with 
these little denizens the streets would interest 
and amusement for them; they would gain great deal 
both mentally and spiritually, and would learn many 
salutary and practical bit lore themselves they were 
undertake the task teaching for little while week 
vacation school. 

But what are vacation schools? The thing seems 
contradiction terms. such institutions actually exist 
all this only utopian scheme? 

Vacation schools exist. There are number 
them our country, and from what one hears the work 
flourishing, though not precisely the way that 
Catholic might wish. Not mention the numerous -city 
vacation schools, which cannot delay dwell here, 
there national association called the significant 
name the National Vacation Bible School Association, 
which conducts not few vacation schools among us. Its 
purpose was stated its national director, the Rev. Mr. 
Robert Boville Brooklyn, letter written last 
summer the Brooklyn Daily Eagle be: “To enlist 
for the welfare children the use church properties 
all communions during the vacation season keep the 
children off the streets; give them useful occupation, 
good music, and wholesome unsectarian Christian influ- 
ence through the comradeship manly and womanly 
teachers and simple exercises, which the recitation 
choice psalms, the use the Lord’s prayer, stories about 
Bible heroes, talks good habits. and patriotic exercises 
constitute the material employed.” 


The Proselytizing Protestant Vacation Schools. 

Mr. Boville energetically disclaims any intention 
proselytize these vacation Bible schools, but the 
Catholic side their efforts are naturally regarded with dis- 
favor. goes without saying that many Catholic child 
wanders into these “Bible classes.” Indeed, movement 
has already been begun among the Catholics New York 
counteract the influence these vacation Bible schools, 
and hope give detailed account another 
issue. 

But the activities the National Vacation Bible School 
Association are not confined New York. About the 
same time that this letter appeared Mr. John Wanamaker, 
addressing meeting this association held the St. 
Denis Hotel New York, declared: 

“You young people are doing noble work staying 
here and devoting your vacation instructing these little 
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Che Catholic School 


folks, instead going off the mountains. congratu- 
late you your services. You are giving to.the world 
practical demonstration that the Church God not 
only place for worship Sundays, but used 
all the week service humanity. 

“We are doing work along the same lines Philadel- 
phia, being guided you who started the philanthropic 
work New York. There business organized along 
better lines than this Vacation Bible School Association. 
Some people went on, “that the churches 
out business summer, but that not true; have 
212 vacation Bible schools that many churches thirty 
cities this country, which there enrollment 
about 50,000 children, with staff some 900 teachers.” 

The statistics are rather impressive. 1901 there 
were 1,000 registrations; 1902 there were 2,711 and the 
expenses were $2,400. 1903 there were seventeen 
schools with 4,000 registerd pupils, and the expenditure 
was $4,900. The instructions these summer schools 
was, course, rather “summery” sort. Bible classes 
conducted “realistic ways were the staple religious fea- 
ture. But, besides that, there were classes all the vari- 
ous departments which the ordinary vacation school can 
boast of. Songs and calisthenics, hammock making and 
mat weaving, cane seating chairs, first aid the wounded 
and what-not. 

This movement has grown and spread. Let glance 
the work another city. Last year, St. Louis, 
sheet called “The Vacation School Messenger,” the organ 
the Vacation Bible School Association, was published 
during the summer, seven numbers, from June 26th 
August 8th. gave statistics and accounts the work 
that city. 1912 there had been six schools, 1,570 
attending. 1913, four weeks, the attendance had 
grown 2,414. This same sheet gives some statistics 
concerning the movement throughout the country. Among 
them comes sad and significant item. these Bible 
classes there were thirty-six nationalities represented. 
spare our readers the list. Suffice say that 
very, very great many these poor children came from 
the families Catholic immigrants. 


Catholic Interests Stake. 


The figures given will doubtless have been greatly sur- 
passed the end this vacation. Doubtless more 
than thirty cities there will vacation Bible schools dur- 
ing the coming summer. And though Catholics are 
naturally but little pleased with the curriculum these 
Bible schools, shall not find that the most practical 
way meet the issue will take care our own 
Catholic children our own vacation schools? 

Indeed, when one considers the circumstances, this 
movement affects Catholics more nearly than any one 
else. the children the slums who form for the 
most part the pupils the vacation schools—poor chil- 
dren who are most sorely need shelter from the 
dangers the city streets. Now, all the poor children 
our large cities who belong any church all, one 
may safely estimate that three-fourths are, should be, 
Catholics. Mr. Walter Wycoff has told long ago that 
Catholicity the only faith that has any hold nowadays 
the very poor. 

This new activity Protestants is, then, special 
summons action for the Catholic laity. must take 
care our three-fourths the poor children ourselves 
else the sects will take care them for way sadly 
injurious their They will not make them Pro- 
testants perhaps, but they will unmake them Catholics. 

Perhaps just here will occur some one suggest 
that the regular teachers the parish school should un- 
dertake this new activity. Such suggestion would surely 
betray very slight acquaintance with existing circum- 
stances. The teachers our parish schools are for the 
most part Religious—devoted men and women who wear 
themselves out during the year teaching large classes and 
attending besides those tasks outside the classroom 
which are inseparable from the religious life. would 
ruinous for these tired teachers attempt continue 
their wearing work through the vacation time. They use 
this time indeed, many them, make their annual 
retreat and attend courses instruction, that they 
may better prepared for their next year’s work. 

the laity, our zealous men and women, the Sodal- 
ists and those who are interested charitable work that 


must rise this opportunity. they were organize 
themselves into zealous sections take this new ac- 
tivity they would doubtless find both stimulus and enjoy- 
ment the work dealing with the little folk. 

One the surprises which awaits every beginner 
work among the children the poor the affection and 
responsiveness with which these children meet those who 
attempt aid them. When one looks the wild crew 
urchins the street might shrink from attempting 
keep the interest such young barbarians school- 
room during the summer hours. But these little children 
have affectionate and grateful hearts, and the very circum- 
stance that their lives are sometimes vacant kindness 
and affection makes them all the more eager acknowl- 
edge and respond the efforts the vacation teachers. 

Last year one our large cities two priests were 
going about visiting the catechism classes Sunday 
afternoon. They came very dilapidated schoolhouse 
the slums and found there devoted little band 
teachers, surrounded the raggedest and most tousled 
urchins one could imagine. 


Who Shall Teach These Vacation Schools? 


“Do you find hard manage these youngsters?” 
asked one the priests teacher who seemed have 
the most bedraggled and unmanageable crew all. 
did first, but now really getting like it,” an- 
swered the teacher smiling. came down here the 
beginning Lent because confessor suggested 
alternative fasting. ‘Father,’ said can’t fast; 
but would like you suggest some other work for 
do—only please don’t suggest teaching catechism.’ 
‘That precisely what shall suggest,’ said he, ‘but will 
make you promise. Try teaching catechism during 
Lent, for penance, and assure you that the time 
Easter comes you will have grown fond the work 
that you will not willing give up.’” 

“And have you found so?” said the priest smiling. 

really have,” answered she, “one gets love the 
dear little fellows. mean keep teaching them 
long can.” 

the practical management these vacation 
schools, one may plan suit the circumstances. There 
may catechism classes. sewing school for the girls, 
even playrooms where the children can sing and dance 
and listen stories and have little 
gether. Good story tellers and entertainers can find 
end occupation here. The City New York has pro- 
vided such opportunities for its children the slums. 
One may drop into the public schools, like that Riv- 
ington Street, the Jewish quarter New York, when 
summer school progress, and see how thousands 
little children may kept perfect order, happy and 
entertained very easy artifices. 

The methods used are very simple. One may find 
full description them consulting the files recent 
magazines any public library. The one great secret 
success keep the children profitably interested, busy 
and happy with variety occupations. New York City 
pays its vacation teachers $1.50 each day for watching 
over the children, teaching them dance and speak and 
sing, and mothering them generally. should able 
easily find many Catholic young man and woman 
every one our large cities who would less for 
the love God. 

getting the children into the schools that 
simple matter. One hardly realizes how willing they are 
have some one take interest them. Last 
one our Italian catechism centers the teachers the 
Catholic Sunday School were bidding farewell their 
pupils “until vacation over.” 

“Oh, teacher,” wailed little lad, clinging his in- 
structor’s hand, “when will datta old vacation over, an’ 
you back wid again?” The poor little creatures are 
only too glad have some one teach them and 
show interest them. They not love the heartless 
liberty the street well supose. 

would well for those whom this idea appeals 
formulate once some definite plan for carrying 
into action during the coming summer. The material and 
the opportunity are ready hand, and the need truly 
urgent one. The bodies and souls hundreds 
thousands children claim our charity. This would 
excellent activity for the section city sodality. 
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RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTIONS AND DAILY LIFE. 
Rev. Aloysius Kemper, Omaha, Neb. 

While striving after clearness and interest, the cate- 
chist must constantly bear mind the important scope 
his work, which teach with view actual living. 
This point has been touched upon before, but deserves 
more than passing mention. That fundamental 
may seen from the words which Pius his 
Encyclical the teaching catechism, outlines method 
followed the religious instructor. “Since the 
scope his (the catechist’s) instruction always direct- 
amendment life, should institute comparison 
between what required our Lord and our actual 
conduct. should conclude with efficacious 
exhortation order that they may moved shun and 
detest vice and practice virtue.” there not danger 
that this practical side our catechizing may over- 
looked, that the pupils may left make the appli- 
cation for themselves? here that the teacher should 
strive much up-to-date possible. must not 
taken with his address the intellects before 
him that forgets warn them present dangers 
faith and morals, fails put them correct attitude 
toward the present-day spirit indifferentism religion, 
and the fashionable familiarity with things that should not 
mentioned among Christians. The newspapers, maga- 
zines, the theater, the streets and public places are all 
subjects against which the catechism class must supply 
caution. the other hand, these young souls should 
kept familiar touch with their great spiritual opportuni- 
ties. How much would result from occasional reference 
such simple opportunities the good intention, daily 
Mass, frequent Communion, the reading good books 
antidote the poison the irreligious and immoral 
press which they cannot quite keep out their lives! 
These are proper subjects for any catechism class and 
not only for those special times when the respective page 
question reached where they are specifically treated. 
There must some this appeal the heart and will 
during the catechism hour. not safe trust them 
the hazard the more formal sermon sodality in- 
struction. They may never mentioned there; besides, 
the more intimate contact the classroom wil! give them 
greater efficacy and lasting value. 

Teacher’s Preparation the Lesson. 

Another point that needs emphasis, and that should 
appear the teacher’s list matter for frequent self- 
examination, his preparation for the catechetical in- 
struction. Plainly, then, ever, should speak 
abundantia. One the warnings iterated almost all 
the papers read the Catholic Educational Conferences 
the subject Christian doctrine, against the fallacy 
letting the instruction take its chances when the teacher 
actually confronts his audience. The writers these pa- 
pers all declare, with insistence, that even for that familiar 
catechism lesson careful preparation necessary, and 
many overburdened teacher hearing this, says within 
himself, “This saying hard, and who can bear it?” Let 
listen further sentence two from the Encyclical 
this point. “It much easier,” says Piux “to find 
preacher capable delivering eloquent and elaborate 
discourse than catechist who able impart instruc~ 
tion entirely worthy praise. must, therefore, 
carefully borne mind that person, whatever facility 
ideas and language may have inherited from nature. 
will never able teach catechism the young and 
adult without preparing himself thoughtfully for it.” There 
more the same strain, but all insistence the 
necessity preparation. How otherwise can person 
teach the truths religion with that zeal and enthusiasm 
which are contagious, and which themselves are more 
powerful arguments for right thinking and right living 
accordance with the principles our faith, than the most 


skilful logic the grandest oratory? How otherwise can 
impress our pupils that ourselves realize the 
overwhelming import our subject, and that would 
have them share our realization? 


TEACHING CATECHISM ILLUSTRATION. 
Rev. Patrick Sloane, Syracuse, 

Writers, speakers and teachers, fact all who attempt 
reveal their thoughts others, find illustration most 
useful. Books rhetoric and oratory give special em- 
phasis this subject, also should works teaching. 
The teacher’s aim elucidate Christian doctrine and 
make the abstract truths thereof appear before the un- 
trained youthful mind forms familiar, simple and 
natural, that they will recognized true, appreciated, 
revered and obeyed. effect this, the use apt illus- 
tration most helpful. 

The use illustration secures attention. The dis- 
cussion abstract truth soon wearies the mind and causes 
the interest flag; but sooner illustration this 
truth, figure speech, anecdote story begun, than 
once the listener intent hear its every word. Christ 
repeatedly used this method teaching. When the mul- 
titude lost interest His words and grew restless, 
addressed them follows: “Behold the lilies the field. 
They toil not, neither they spin.” once the multi- 
tude attended, eagerly anxious know what lesson would 
drawn from this comparison. The teacher could not 
better than follow Christ this all else. Illus- 
trations, however, should prepared before entering the 
classroom, and ready used the proper moment. 

Illustrations impress the memory. Join great truth 
some visible object, some story that fascinates, 
and this truth will remain the mind unforgotten long 
the subject story remembered. The parables found 
the Holy Scriptures, the stories the Old Testament 
also those Christ the New, and even the legends 
which have come down from early Christian ages, all 
illustrate great truths God, and these stories along with 
these truths shall continue abide living pictures 
the Catholic mind even until time more. The illus- 
tration serves fasten the truth securely the memory. 

Apt illustration makes the truth clearer.A well chos- 
illustration lights the truth and enables the pupil 
perceive and understand its reality. places before the 
mental gaze something that well known, and 
parison reveals for consideration the likeness that 
which less known. this method the pupil discovers 
that already knows many things about this new truth, 
and thereby encouraged and disposed hear and 
understand further needed instruction. How often did 
Christ use comparison the phrase, “The kingdom 
heaven Comparing the likeness one object 
known another unknown marvelous help the 
study the unseen, the invisible and the abstract. 

Apt illustration enforces argument. genuine 
parallelism helps make truth evident that some- 
times seems possess itself the force real argu- 
ment. Let the teacher establish apparent analogy be- 
tween divine truth and some everyday occurrence, and 
the class will instinctively understand and accept the 
teacher’s statement the sniritual principle correct. 
Moreover, the similarities revealed comparison make 
more evident the existing differences. 


CRITICISM CATECHISMS. 

must admitted that the great majority our 
schools, many even which are thoroughly modern 
methods teaching respect other the cate- 
chetical instruction still given after the fashion 
century ago. dry, hard drill abstract theological 
and little more. There appeal the sense 
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and little, any, the imagination, the heart and the 
will. The catechisms more common use, far 
pedagogical principles and methods are concerned, offer 
not the slightest improvement over those century ago. 
anything, they are worse; they are longer, more tech- 
nical and abstract. The question might well raised 
why the question-and-answer manner teaching 
should regarded the plus ultra method relig- 
ious instruction, since has long been discarded the 
teaching other branches; but, even apart from this, the 
make-up our common catechisms such 
them open the gravest objection point both prin- 
ciple and method. 


THE TEACHER MUST TRUE RELIGIOUS.

not possess, surely the matter religious in- 
structions. The teacher must man God, must 
living exponent what teaches the work

frequently more than one grade, and only half hour 
assigned for the lesson. case should the instruction 
sacrificed for the sake “hearing” every one the les- 
son. That day which word has been spoken God, 
explanation given practical application made from 
lost for time and eternity—both for teacher and 
pupils. the teacher situated that cannot “hear” 
every one recite the given time, and feels that some 
will take advantage the fact and fail study, running 
the chance not being called upon, can adroitly split 
the questions, or, being class half hour before 
the session begins, can easily call upon the early arriv- 
als. But again, the instruction and should made 
matter conscience; and who looks upon lightly 
fails the most essential his functions, and ceases 
religious teacher. The time given instruction will 
vary according the age the pupils; five minutes for 
the young, ten for the older, even fifteen. During this 
short time saints have been made, vocations fostered, 
souls saved. How precious this time! can teach 
their young hearts realize the ever living, actual pres- 
ence God, who loves them ardently and preserves 
and governs them tenderly. can impress the young 
with the beautiful thought the bright Guardian Angel 
ever side; how pleased when they right, 
how grieved when they wrong; can remind 
them daily the necessity prayer asking them 
every morning how many them have knelt down say 
them. This daily query will remind them constantly; 
habit will formed, and all know the influence 
habits, good evil. Both young and old can given 
suggestive devotions, especially for October, March, May 
June. 


RELIGIOUS TEACHING REQUIRES SPECIAL 
METHODS.

The possibility this: Catholic teacher, ideally com- 
petent every other respect, may altogether incom- 
petent educate religion. needs some additional 
equipment; for, although religion, abstraction, may 
called science, its concrete form, was revealed 
getic influence, dominating thought and feeling and action. 
The raison d’etre our Catholic schools the teaching 
such, and not solely intellectual system 
ideas. proof this is: you ask Catholic parent 
why sends his children parochial school, will 
tell you without hesitation that his chief reason that 
they may taught and trained the habits Christian 
life. you ask him further, what will convince him that 
getting the worth his money out the school, 
will answer: shall satisfied find child be- 
coming more docile, more helpful, more honest and truth- 
ful, more polite and unselfish, more religious minded and 
faithful duty. can make allowance for the difficulties 
teachers; but the course five six years expect 
see these results child’s home life.” 

You may say that these results are come from the 
priest’s daily address the children, and that the teacher 


has only explain the catechism lesso nand hear the 
memorized recitation it. fatal error—an error 
more responsible than any other cause know for the low 
standard Catholic life the present day. the Church 
for wise reasons has systematized revealed truth, she has 
not thereby changed its nature, and its nature, according 
St. Paul, “the word God, living and 
effectual, and more piercing than any two-edged sword; 
and reaching unto the division the soul and the spirit, 
the thoughts and intents the heart.” All this— 
and, indeed, every part except the material foundation 
—is wanting the catechism lesson usually memorized 
and recited our parochial schools. 

But, you urge, not good lay even the material 
foundation? Most assuredly; for there can building 
without foundation. But not leave children under 
the impression that the foundation the building—is any- 
thing but foundation. Show them that even there 
were faith the mechanical recitation the catechism, 
yet “faith that hath not work dead Show 
them that knowledge the catechism the preparation 
for beautiful Christian life; that itself will not save 
them, and that followers Christ who not follow him 
are anomaly. Stamp these truths their young 
hearts with every lesson taught, and try all you can 
give practical application. Suggest some act per- 
form corresponding the truth taught; and least get 
the little ones thank God frequently for revealing 
through Jesus Christ how make our lives beautiful and 
good. Then your catechism lesson will have spirit 
and life, and the class will prepared listen with in- 
telligence and zest the more formal and official instruc- 
tions the pastor. 


CATECHISM THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 
Rev. Joseph Weigand, Ohio. 

The catechism class the high school academy 
must not made class theology. are times 
inclined form altogether too exalted idea the 
caliber our secondary school pupils. Nevertheless the 
high school must enter little deeper into the knowledge 
the truths studied the lower grades. This deeper 
knowledge religious truths should brought about, 
not raising objections the mysteries Faith for 
solution. Such course always appears weaken Faith 
rather than strengthen it. Even after correct solution, 
there frequently remains idea some weakness the 
doctrine. The articles our Faith are largely revealed 
truths, and are not self-evident reason. They must 
apprehended Faith. Now, these objections, 
usually reason that raises difficulty and frequently reason 
not satisfied with solution offered Faith, however 
reasonable the latter may be. Reason easily becomes sus- 
picious and then will not content unless per- 
mitted examine things critically. But instead per- 
mitting weak, might almost say foolish, reason raise 
objection the teachings Faith, let Faith itself the 
inquirer. Pursue the plan St. Anselm’s “Fides querens 
intellectum.” Tet Faith teach reason and not vice versa. 
Permit the child’s intellect look little deeper into the 
beauties the heavenly mysteries show how our visible 
creation is, were, but weak shadow cast heaven, 
very imperfect reflex God’s heavenly home, which 
wishes enjoy with Him. This will make the child 
embrace the teachings Faith with the heart, while the 
mind will prepared await the time the beatific 
vision.

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Plan for the Study Continent 


Supt. Coffman, Pana, Ill. 


The earth the home man. lives and moves 
its surface. His energies are prompted and influ- 
enced it. must adapt himself its physical laws 
and conditions which govern it. this way man learns 
understand the laws, learns respect the condi- 


tions, and adjust the earth’s resources, far 
can, meet his needs. Therefore, understand the 
earth must consider the life and work mankind. 
study the earth without this would dry, indeed. 

the above true, must select from the material 
the geographies that which seems bear most di- 
rectly the economic and social life the people. 
must also determine the essential minimum which every 
pupil should possess. And again the order and arrange- 
ment this minimum must so, that becomes 
permanent possession. 

the study continent, this minimum essential 
must clearly marked out. Without this the pupil will 
grope the dark and waste much energy his study. 
this minimum essential based the economical 
and social life man, becomes interesting and ques- 
tions will grow out which will attract the attention 
the pupils. These questions will become live issues 
and much interest will arise. 

Here are some the minimum essentials the 
study continent: 


Location 
Favorable not favorable used man’s ad- 
vantage. the hot region the cold? How will 
this affect man’s energies? How does the location com- 
pare with other continents? understood that the 
pupil has had general study the globe. 


Coastline 
Much depends this study its relation 
man. The harbors and the coastline determine, large- 
ly, the trade relations with other countries. Compare 
the coast line with other continents. Compare the har- 
bors. Name and locate the principal harbors. How 
are they related other harbors? 


Surface 

Here the pupil must get complete image the gen- 
eral surface the continent. must see whole 
and not parts. This surely one the essential 
minimums. The mountain ranges must imaged, the 
valleys must seen and the large rivers draining these 
valleys must clearly marked out. The pupil should 
have bird’s eye view the whole continent. Here 
the height land and from this place the rivers drain 
the country every direction. This must become 
permanent possession. Compare then with other con- 
tinents studied. Compare the rivers, the mountains, etc. 


Drainage 

Take the large rivers and study them the 
effect the development the continent. Are they 
interrupted falls and rapids? Study the general di- 
rections and note how they affect the commerce the 
continent. Note the lakes and their effect the com- 
merce the continent. Compare their importance with 
other lakes the world. 


Climate—Temperature 

How does the heat affect the development the 
country? What effect does have the people? 
Study the isothermal maps. Note the rainfall. Note 
how this affects the habitation the continent. Some 
places too much rain falls; other places too little. Note 
the wind belts find out why the rainfall is. 
Why that certain parts the continent are barren? 
Get general idea the rainfall the entire conti- 
nent. Much depends the rainfall and this should 
carefully studied. Pupils should understand the wind 


belts, the prevailing winds and just where the rainfall 
great and where little. Note the jungle and the 
desert and know the reasons for them. 

The above work must arranged such way that 
there will problem solve. The problem the 
study one continent may altogether different 
that another. the study Africa, the question 
problem might be, Why has the development 
Africa been much slower than that the other con- 
tinents. The five points above should worked 
thru prove this statement. 

the study Europe the problem would alto- 
gether different. The problem may put one ques- 
tion may series questions. The general 
question for Europe might be, Importance the prog- 
ress the world. the outline given above studied 
with special reference the question, the minimum es- 
sentials will developed. might put three ques- 
tions follows: Why Russia called the land 
silence? Why Great Britain the United Kingdom 
the greatest exporter manufactured goods? Prove 
that Switzerland the playground Europe well 
the workshop the Swiss. 

the pupils will solve the questions they will gain 
working knowledge the physical, the industrial, 
commercial and descriptive aspects the continent. 
This way studying continent will develop system 
and will cause the pupil get the right conception 
geography. will learn not take mere statements 
but will learn search for the cause. 

very necessary have wall map relief 
map always before the pupils. Things talked about 
should definitely located. Much energy wasted 
geography teaching talking about and reading about 
things, places, etc., that the pupils have idea where 
they are. They are away, somewhere, they know not 
where. Such teaching will have good effect. will 
leave the pupil less time than took study it. 
the study the continent, the location all parts 
studied should fixed. Drill should follow the study. 
These essential minimum facts must fixed and fixed 
well. 

these facts are not fixed, the teaching the con- 
tinent detail later will have but little effect. Much 
energy will wasted, for the pupil will not know what 
reading because has related facts com- 
pare with. The study the political divisions will 
largely memory work the minimum essentials are 
not well founded. 

next article shall take continent and 
work out the above basis, taking the five points 
given and applying them the continent.

The congress recently passed law directing 
that complete valuation the railroads the coun- 
try shall undertaken the Interstate Commerce 
Commission order furnish data for fixing rates.

comprised “watered stock” and expected that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission its work val- 
uating the roads will squeeze this “water” out and base 
freight and passenger rates actual valuation. 


COLOMBIA WANTS $25,000,000 FROM UNITED 
STATES 

1902 when the United States congress authorized 
President Roosevelt negotiate with Colombia se- 
cure the right way across the Isthmus Panama for 
the construction the canal, treaty was signed and 
ratified the United States senate embodying the 
terms, but Colombia rejected the terms. The politicians 
that country thought they saw good opportunity 
hold the United States for big sum, the gov- 
ernment asked for better terms and proposed that the 
United States should pay Colombia $25,000,000 indemnity 
and also let her retain the sovereignty over the canal 
strip. This sum was considered too much our gov- 
ernment and the negotiations were dropped. The state 
Panama wanted the canal, and movement for the 
secession this state was started. The United States 
neither encouraged nor fomented revolution Panama. 
That state more than once had revolted against op- 
pression Colombia. The Panama revolution was suc- 
cessful and set independent government. 
November, 1903, the new republic Panama was recog- 
nized the United States. treaty was arranged be- 
tween the United States and the new republic the 
terms which the United States was have canal 
strip across the isthmus and construct and operate 
and govern the canal. Thus Colombia overreached 
itself trying blackmail the United States the 
paying unreasonable amount for strip land thru 
which build canal. Now Colombia submits treaty 
the United States senate calling for $25,000,000, 
solace for her loss Panama revolution and her 
consequent failure get any money for the canal 
rights. She claims she was tricked out indemnity. 
President Wilson has recommended that the treaty 
accepted and that our government pay Colombia 
000,000. which course not due her, because the 
United States acquired the canal zone from the new re- 
public Panama, paying her $10,000,000 for the strip 
land and guaranteeing pay perpetual rental 
$250,000 year. what the United States senate 


will with the proposition remains seen. 


THE CANAL TOLLS CONTROVERSY 

For nearly four hundred years the idea construct- 
ing canal across the Isthmus that joins North and 
South America, has been the dream statesmen 
Europe and later America. 1850 treaty was rati- 
fied between Great Britain and United States known 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. The avowed object was 
aid the construction canal either thru Nicaragua 
Panama. the terms this treaty the two nations 
agreed neither would ever obtain maintain for itself 
any exciusive control over the canal question. bill 
was adopted the congress 1899 providing for 
the construction Nicaragua canal. was consid- 
ered necessary have the Clayton-Bulwer treaty abro- 
gated the United States might control the canal. 
February, 1902, after good deal negotiating, the 
treaty was ratified and superseded the 
gave the United States the

right construct the canal and within certain limita- 


tions “have and enjoy all rights incident such con- 
Struction,” and provide for the regulation and man- 
agement the completed work. clause the treaty 
says, “The canal shall free and open the vessels 
commerce and war and all nations observing 
these rules, terms entire equality, that there 
shall discrimination against any such nation 
its citizens subjects, respect the conditions, 
and charges traffic shall just and equitable.” 
the act adopted the United 
gress 1912, provision was made for the open- 
ing, maintenance, protection and operation the 
canal and the government the canal zone. The law 
provided that tolls shall levied upon vessels using 
the canal, which are operated Americans and engaged 
the coastwise trade the United States. was the 
thought legislators that since our government fur- 
nished the money and work the construction the 
canal and that would responsible for its financial 
maintenance, that our own American vessels engaged 
home trade about our coasts should have free use 
the canal. All other vessels, American foreign, en- 
gaged international trade, are required pay toll 
for their tonnage, for passing thru the canal. Receipts 
from these tolls are used for the maintenance 
the canal. 

The British object this law giving our coastwise 
trading vessels free passage thru the canal, claiming that 
violation the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. President 
Wilson has recommended the repeal that part the 
law giving our coastwise trading vessels free passage 
thru the canal, thus requiring them pay toll the same 
foreign vessels. The bill repealing this clause has 
been passed the house and now before the senate. 
What the final outcome will cannot now forecast 
with certainty. 


THE LABOR WAR COLORADO 


The coal miners’ strike Colorado, extending over 
many months, has become continually worse and more 
alarming. Such desperate condition was reached about 
the first May that the state authorities admitted their 
inability cope with the strikers and asked the aid 
federal troops. This call the governor for aid was 
responded the government. Several towns the 
section the coal mines were attacked large bodies 
strikers with machine guns. The militia were looked 
upon the strikers merely tools the capitalists 
who own the mines. The condition the laborers 
the Colorado mines disgrace modern civilization 
and the government should take prompt steps force 
betterment conditions and wages the Colorado 
coal fields. 


FEDERAL RESERVE-BANKS 

The most important achievement President 
son’s administration thus far the passage the cur- 
rency bill providing for the federal reserve-banking sys- 
tem under the control federal reserve board. There 
will twelve these federal reserve-banks under the 
control the government, established many differ- 
ent sections the United States. The twelve cities 
chosen for the location these regional reserve-banks 
are Boston, New Philadelphia, Cleveland, Rich- 
mond, Atlanta, Chicago, St. Louis, Minneapolis, Kan- 
sas City, Dallas and San Francisco. The aim this 
system federal reserve-banks decentralize capital, 
and the same time make easy for money 
obtained any part the country where most needed 
the time. Every national bank, order continue 
business must take stock the federal reserve-bank 
its region the extent six per cent its capital 
and surplus. The total number national banks which 
have come under the new law and subscribed stock 
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the system 7,475. The total capital and surplus 
represented all these banks $1,786,000,000. Thus, 
the federal reserve-banks will backed these vast 
resources the whole chain banks forming the sys- 
tem. expected that the new system will step 
towards securing easier money and more equitable in- 
terest rates for business and commercial uses different 
sections the country. thought financial ex- 
perts that the system when inaugurated will undoubted- 
put end the purely financial panics and will aid 
very much producing general industrial stability. 


THE WAR MEXICO 

The Mexican civil war nearly four years’ duration 
familiar story readers. Affairs that country, 
this date, May 18, seem very near climax. 
The constitutionalist armies the north have taken 
almost every federal stronghold and now are the 
gates San Louis Potosi, and Saltillo, ready for battle. 
These are the last two strongholds between them and 
Mexico City. Most American settlers Mexico includ- 
ing United States government consuls and officials have 
fled the country. 

April some American marines from the United 
States gunboat Dolphin, lying the harbor Tampico 
went ashore and were arrested 
Mexican Federal officer. Some hours later they 
were released, but Admiral Mayo the Dolphin de- 
manded apology and flag salute. apology was 
made Huerta for the act, but the salute the flag 
demanded the United States government backing 
Admiral Mayo, was refused. Immiediately war 
fleet battle ships was ordered our government 
sail for Mexico and block the Mexican ports. 
Huerta definitely refused yield the demand for 
salute the flag. April war ships Vera Cruz 
opened fire the customs house and fortifications 
the city. Marines were landed and after sharp fighting 
the city was occupied. this time, May 18, the city 
Vera Cruz under military occupancy and govern- 
ment the United States. the meantime three 
South American powers, Argentine, Brazil and Chile 
tendered their good offices mediators the trouble 
between the United States and Huerta. Delegates from 
these countries together with delegates from 
and the United States meet May Niagara Falls, 
Canada, begin the work mediation commission. 
thought that before the commission goes far 
its work that Mexico City will evacuated Huerta 
and his army, and will taken the Constitutionalists. 
American consuls and citizens Mexico have mostly 
escaped this date. General Funston charge 


the land forces surrounding and protecting Vera 
Cruz. Preparations are being made our government 
send additional troops conditions require. European 
powers have demanded that the United States shall pro- 
tect the life and property their citizens Mexico. 
generally believed that the Mexican trouble will 
not settled without American intervention.

UNITED STATES

tensive suite, left her native country May 21, make 
visit the United States. her arrival this 
country she started tour the United States 
extend over period six eight weeks. said 
that Queen Eleanora and King Ferdinand have long had 
deep interest this country and this interest has been 
strengthened their close association with the Amer- 
ican doctors who had charge the Bulgarian hospitals 
during the late war the Balkans. While this coun- 
try, Queen Eleanora will study methods employed here 
working out social and economic problems.

NEW YORK HAVE HUMANE WOMAN’S 
PRISON 

has been announced that the commissioner cor- 
rection New York City proposes spend about 
half million dollars the erection station house 
where women who are arrested for violation law may 
detained amid decent surroundings. The building will 
planned care for women prisoners, both before 
and after conviction. Ample provisions for admitting 
light and air will made the new building.

THE ORGANIZATION SEWING 
CLASSES 


Since the aim our school work teach people 
how live and enjoy living, the schools should teaca 
those lines activities which are closely related 
every day’s work. This means that, for the girl 
least. the work the school must parallel the work 
the home. greater proportion the girls from the 
ungraded schools than from other schools become home- 
keepers, hence would seem that more essential 
that the home activities taught the ungraded school 
than any other. Nor can argued that the girls 
the schools are trained for homemaking the home 
itself, for there too great evidence the lack 
training the appearance many homes and many 
girls. sufficient that pupils are taught the dis- 
tribution and economic value the textile industry, for 
instance, but are given ideas how select fabrics 
suited given purpose, how care for such 
fabrics; or, that they are taught how enjoy the best 
literature and art; but are given help the per- 
formance the necessary duties the home that they 
may have leisure enjoy literature and art?

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FUNDAMENTAL STITCHES 
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Equipment for Sewing 

The equipment for sewing simple. Each child 
should provide herself with suitable size, 
rule tapeline, pair small scissors, few 
pins and paper needles varying size from five 
ten, and box bag which keep these. 
probably wise for the teacher add her own 
equipment tapeline, emery ball and pair large 
shears. machine can obtained the work can 
carried much farther. The pupils should label each 
article with the owner’s name. Scissors may labeled 
sewing tape, which the name written, one 
the handle loops. Thimbles may labeled 
scratching the initials the plain portion the base, 
pasting name label around the base. the 
choice scissors will found more satisfactory 
have smaller pairs good quality rather than large 
shears which will not retain edge. 
aluminum are preferable brass and are not more ex- 
pensive. Celluloid thimbles are trifle more expensive, 
but are cooler and not pierce readily. 

Beginning Work 

The problems chosen should, course, those which 
involve the fundamental processes sewing. There are 
eight fundamental stitches used plain the 
even basting stitch; (2) the uneven basting stitch; (3) 
the running stitch; (4) the back stitch; (5) the combina- 
tion stitch; (6) the overcasting stitch; (7) the overhand- 
ing stitch, and (8) the hemming stitch. All these 
stitches are taken from right left. 

The even basting stitch made passing the needle 
over and under equal spaces material, each stitch 
approximately one half inch long. beginning 
probably well have pupils measure number 
stitches order that they may learn gauge the dis- 
tance the eyes. The even basting stitch used 
hold materials together loosely. 

The uneven basting stitch made passing the 
needle under one half much space passed 
over; the side toward the worker showing stitches one 
half inch long, one fourth inch apart; the side away 
from the worker showing one fourth inch stitches, one 
half inch apart. used hold materials little less 
firmly than the even basting stitch. 

The running stitch made the same manner the 
even basting stitch, except that the stitches are much 
smaller, being only one sixteenth inch long. This 
stitch used for gathering fullness. 

The back stitch made putting the needle under 
one sixteenth inch material and bringing the 
thru, then putting the needle back into the point the 
first insertion and bringing out one eighth 
inch ahead the insertion. The succeeding stitches are 
made inserting the needle back one sixteenth 
inch and bringing out one eighth inch ahead 
the insertion. The side toward the worker has the 
appearance machine stitching, the side away from the 
worker shows double line threads. The stitch 
used when very firm seam desired 

The combination stitch combination the run- 
ning stitch and the back stitch. made first 
taking two running stitches and then continuing with 
back stitch and two running stitches. 

The appearance the side toward the worker that 
three back stitches and space; the side away 
from the worker, row running stitches every other 
one which double. This stitch used when seam 
ordinary strength desired. 

The overcasting stitch made over the raw edge 
material. The thread fastened making back 
stitch, bringing the needle thru the side next the 
worker. then put over the edge the material and 
brought thru line with the back stitch. The depth 
the stitch and the space between stitches depend 
upon the texture the material, the distance between 
stitches being twice the depth the stitch. usual 
make the stitches one eighth inch deep and one 


deep and two threads apart. 


fourth inch apart. Both sides the seam are 
alike. The stitch used finish raw seam. 

The overhanding stitch made over selvedges 
turned edges cloth. made like the overcasting 
stitch except that the stitches are very close together 
and very shallow; usually about two threads material 
used when very 
close, strong seam needed. the right side the ma- 
terial the stitches run parallel with the thread the 
cloth. 

The hemming stitch made inserting the needle 
thru the main piece the cloth taking few threads 
parallel the fold the hem and bringing the needle 
thru both the main piece and the hem. 


Making Useful Articles 

These stitches may applied innumerable articles 
and those chosen should practical. The practicability 
and economy making garments the home must 
decided each but the care and repair 
garments duty which cannot profitably slighted. 
The stitches used mending are the same those 
used making, but since mending unattractive 
most people—children not excepted—it probably wiser 
teach stitches using them making small articles 
and later apply them mending. will add interest 
the work the articles made are those used con- 
nection with some particular activity. shower 
dowry chest might made for the different rooms 
the house.

Holder, dish cloth, dish wiper, hand towel. 
For the Dining Room: 

Silence cloth, napkin, napkin holder, spoon fork 
case, doily.

While the immediate aim the work secure good 
results sewing, incidently habits neatness and ac- 
curacy will developed. encourage the formation 
such habits should noticed before each lesson 
that each child ready for work. The hands should 
scrupulously clean. The child should sit erect with 
the soles the feet resting comfortably the floor, 
the work being held within sixteen inches from the eyes. 
Thread should always cut, never bitten broken. 
The thimble should worn the large finger the 
right hand. The needle should held its middle 
with the thumb and first finger, the eye the needle 
resting against the thimble. Drills threading the 
needle, measuring distances accurately, and cutting 
line should given frequently. Attention me- 
chanical detail will mean much future skill and speed.

How its Teaching May Promoted the Holding Exhibits 


Progress the watchword the hour. true, 
believe, that decade our country’s history has 
there been such marvelous growth and development

nearly every line work has been experienced 
the past ten years. 

This being true the report made the high school 
committee the last meeting the National Edu- 
cation Association Chicago was great surprise 
many people our country. This report stated 
after investigation covering twenty five states the 
high school courses were found thirty years be- 
hind the times. 

The report the rural school committee showed 
that out 20,000,000 school children the United 
States 12,000,000 were rural schools and less than 
one-third this number received the proper school in- 
struction. When are forced admit that school 
affairs generally have not kept pace with this onward 
progress all other lines activity, ask the rea- 
son for this lethargy school affairs. The answer 
most cases is, lack school sentiment. 

The officers some our Normal Schools and col- 
leges noted schools yearsago. about the 
year 1865, Alfred Holbrook established the Lebanon, 
Ohio Unversity what afterwards became known “An 
Annual School Exposition.” These were intended 
show the work accomplished the students during the 
year. When the parents came from all parts the 
Union attend the annual were 
permitted see what their sons and daughters had 
been doing during the past year. This plan was after- 
wards adopted other higher institutions learning. 

Later school superintendents held what was called 
Drawing and Penmanship exhibits. These afterwards 
included Manual Training and Domestic Ex- 
hibits containing Drawing, Penmanship, Manual Train- 
ing and Domestic Science are being held 
many parts our today, but 
these cannot properly called school ex- 
hibits because not all school work rep- 
least seventy-five per cent all work 
taught should shown. That 
school gives instruction branches, 
eighteen these least should make Childre 
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Lester Ivins, Supervisor Agricultural Education, Ohio 


the exhibit and each pupil should represented 
some kind work. 

was about twelve fifteen years ago that these 
regular school exhibits were held dif- 
ferent school men the various states. 
These exhibits could also seen the 
World’s Fair St. Louis and also the 
Jamestown Exposition. The writer had 
the pleasure seeing the exhibit work 
display the St. Louis Fair and was 
told that the school exhibit was one 
the best possible means increasing 
school sentiment. this time had 
not given the matter serious consider- 
ation, but upon returning home decided 
hold exhibit the high school 
where was teaching. proved 
great success and three other annual ex- 
hibits were held during employment 
this school. happened that the sub- 
ject Agriculture had been introduced 
this high school the year before (1903) 
and the exhibit idea aided bringing 
before our patrons the character work 
done this branch study well 
all the other branches. 

result these exhibits and the 
introduction agriculture the school 
creased from per cent the average daily 
attendance upon the monthly enrollment. Tardy marks 
decreased one-half. School visitors increased five 
fold. 

was afterwards employed superintendent 
township (Turtle Creek, Warren County, Ohio), 
with the understanding that agriculture was in- 
troduced and given much attention these fourteen 
rural schools any other branch study. Upon taking 
charge these schools found fourteen different sets 
books use the fourteen schools, very few records 
any kind were being kept the teachers; from 
five hundred tardy marks during the school 
year each school, and the attendance, shown 
the clerk’s record, was sixty-two per cent, the average 
daily attendance upon the monthly enrollment. There 
course could uniform course study under 
such conditions and little interest was manifested 
the pupils and much less the school patrons. 
agriculture had done much improve school con- 
ditions the high school district referred above 
decided early the school year hold agricultural 
exhibit the close the school year show the 
work the township pupils these fourteen rural 
schools. Altho the teaching agriculture had been 
required the teachers two three years before 
this township was not success until 1907. 

This success the teaching the subject was 
brought about, believe, very largely because the pupils 
understood there was exhibit their work 
the close the year and they took more interest the 
work done.

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This exhibit agricultural work was composed 
work selected each weak from the regular work 
done the schools. order that the parents might 
feel that were not giving too much emphasis this 
new branch decided make exhibit all work 
done the school well agriculture. 

The agricultural exhibit addition the manuscripts 
showing regular work done consisted collections 
wood found each district, seeds classified garden, 
field and weed seeds, corn and other seed testers, draw- 
ings modern dairy barns and farm 
houses, model farms showing two, three 
and four-year rotation, model siloes, old 
birds’ nests made the beneficial birds, 
bird houses suit the fancy the wood- 
pecker, martin, bluebird and wren, sam- 
ples different types corn, mineral 
collections, mounted flowers and weeds, 
baking and sewing the girls, drawing 
show different types farm machinery 
and sixty experiments that 
formed the children with home made 
apparatus. 

Each the fourteen schools was rep- 
resented one two pupils the lit- 
erary exercises held connection with 
the exhibit. had two speakers from 
the State Department Agriculture 
deliver addresses Agricultural Educa- 
tion. During the four years from 1907 
until 1911 the result agricultural in- 
struction and improvements methods instruction 
all the school subjects brought about organiza- 
tion good teachers working harmoniously with their 
superintendent, the school attendance increased from 
per cent per cent the average daily attendance 
upon the monthly enrollment. There were less than 
one-tenth many tardy marks and more interest was 
manifested the parents. 

The influence agricultural instruction emphasized 
the annual exhibit had marked effect upon the 
future plans the children. example, when this 
work was first begun, the question, many you 
expect remain upon farms and become farmers?” was 
asked all the pupils above the fourth grade the 
township, and per cent said they intended remain 
farms. After four years instruction agriculture 
and manual training the same question was asked the 
same pupils and per cent said they expected re- 
main farms, thus seeing the sentiment favor the 
farm was just the reverse. 

Three years later other townships and villages the 
county took the exhibit idea, thus enabling 
unite all the townships and villages the county into 
what was afterwards called county school exhibit. 
This county school exhibit held annually the county 
fair. The advantages county school 
county fair are follows: 

The people the entire county see the work all 
parts the county. has tendency elevate the 
moral standard the fair. Children’s day cele- 
brated all schools the county fair, 
and good social time enjoyed. Peo- 
ple that never visit schools the fair 
and thus all see what work being taught 
the schools. produces better 
school sentiment. teachers 
all schools see the work other schools 
and get many new ideas and plans for 
carrying out their school work. 
large number good books are annually 
distributed the Fair Board among the 
schools premiums the school work. 

Where county exhibits are held, strict 
tules and regulations covering all points 
should adopted the county board 
having control the exhibit. 


the past few years many counties Ohio have 
established the county school exhibit, and the past year 
the State Board Agriculture inaugurated the State 
School Exhibit. Several counties made displays the 
State Fair School Exhibit the capital during the last 
State Fair. Three thousand dollars were offered 
cash prizes for work exhibited the last State Fair. 

Special attention and special prizes were offered 
the best agricultural displays from each the four ag- 
ricultural districts well from each county the

state. sweepstake prize one hundred dollars 
given the county making the best agricultural ex- 
hibit, and cash prizes were given the individual en- 
tries which each county exhibit was composed. 

Ohio now has over eight hundred high schools and 
more than ten thousand elementary schools teaching 
agriculture. conceded most educators that the 
annual exhibit school work, well the products 
cultivated the children, has done much promote 
the successful teaching the subject and aid secur- 
ing the passage the law making the teaching agri- 
culture mandatory the public schools outside 
city districts.

First Grade Language 


Supt. Charles Foos, Reading, Pa. 


The primary object language the first grade 
teach pupils tell about things events. They 
should learn not only talk, but talk fluently, dis- 
tinctly, correctly, and interestingly. They should learn 
give oral expression the thought and the emotion 
that make their conscious lives. this end, the 
teacher’s first task arouse the pupil, adapt him 
his new environment, gain his attention, that 
she may stimulate thought and arouse the emotions. The 
most cogent factor accomplish these ends 
telling. Tell simple stories that children 
stand and appreciate, and you will not only gain atten- 
tion and arouse interest, but you will get the confidence 
pupils. Encourage them talk. Gradually 
their diffidence and hostility will disappear, and success 
will attend your efforts. sure, story-telling 
easy task. Because not the natural gift 
reason not make the attempt. One can learn 
tell stories. Begin. Don’t whine; don’t complain. 
Plunge in. Take short story. You may fail, but 
plunge again. Make your mind succeed. 
course, you must know your story and you must know 
well. You must understand the plot and the spirit 
your story; you must understand all its details; 
you must enter into its emotional element; you must 
appreciate its aim; you must relish its humor; you 
must adapt yourself the story. The story, 
speak, must part yourself—your eyes, your 
hands, your feet, your head. 

telling stories keep mind your aim; gauge your 
listeners; hit upon the psychological moment. 
natural, simple, brief, and direct. Tell stories; discuss 
them means questions; have pupils tell and re- 


tell them; illustrate them with pictures, when possible; 
dramatize play the story; write the story the 
blackboard and read it. the stock 
grows assign special stories special pupils. 

Tell, rather than read, the story. The book often 
barrier between the child and the teacher. The pupils 
thus learn the habit self-reliance and acquire the 
power tell about things and events. stories 
with pictures when possible.

THE ARTIST 

Jean Francois Millet, one the greatest F-ench paint- 
ers his time, was born Greville, France, 1814. 
was one nine children. father was poor 
peasant, and, until eighteen years age, Millet spent 
much his time doing the hard labor necessary 
farm, located the Norman village 
Gruchy, near Cherbourg. His grandmother and his 
uncle, taught him, well they could, the 
love books and read them when could find the 
time. 

Very early showed his talent for drawing and 
painting. was marked that his gift was unmistak- 
able that his father determined send him art 
school. Hence, happened that the year 1834 found 
the lad studying with the artist, Langlois, Cherbourg. 
Here his remarkable progress influenced the city coun- 
cil give him small pension that might 
Paris study. 1837 arrived the capital—a raw 
country peasant, uncouth and but with 
pleasant, good-looking face. became pupil the 
artist Delaroche. 1843, left this studio, 
determined paint pictures that might earn liv- 
ing for himself and his wife, as, the meantime, had 
married Cherbourg girl his own class, and had 
support her well himself. painted portraits 
for less than dollar apiece, signs and placards for 
the booths horse dealers rope dancers the fairs, 
and lived the proceeds best could. But his 
nature revolted against such work. 1848 painted 
“The Winnower” his own happy vein, dealing with 
phase peasant life, and thus foreshadowing his life’s 
work. This picture brought him hundred 
giving him courage defy the world and follow the 
promptings his own genius. 

His friend, Jacque, the artist, persuaded him the fol- 
lowing year with him the little village the 
forest Fontainebleau called Barbizon. The two paint- 
ers with their wives and families journeyed Barbizon, 
where, happened, Millet was remain for the rest 
his life, reflecting glory and rencwn the little vil- 
lage because his work, and helping found there 
famous school painters. Millet was 
five years old his energies the work 
which his youth had felt called upon do. Here 
produced “The Sower.” His pictures were refused 
the Paris salons where the public did not care for 
pictures genuine peasants. His friends helped him 
sell the now famous “Gleaners” for about $400. Today 
many his pictures are worth more than their weight 


required now purchase the very works which were 
once despised and rejected with cruel jeers. did not 
grow discouraged, but kept his work, while loved 
deeply and passionately the rustic people about him, and 
understood the primitive grandeur and pathos peas- 
ant life. 

1853 exhibited the Salon Paris “The Reap- 
followed soon Shepherd” and “The Sheep 
Shearers,” and received his first medal 1855. 
Peasant Grafting appeared two years later, and 
“The Gleaners” 1857. After this time his pictures 
were much discussed. Some bitterly criticised them and 
others praised them passionately. Pictures which fol- 
lowed from time time were “November,” Woman 
Churning Butter,” “The “The Man with the 
Hoe,” “The Church for which 12,200 francs 
were paid after Millet’s death, and “Harvest 
which Millet introduced portrait his mother 
the cottage which was born. gave the laborers. 
the field dignity, significance and grandeur which 
placed him equality with the greatest masters 
their elevated artistic culture, while his figures revealed 
perfect truthfulness nature. did for painting 
what Burns and Wordsworth did for literature. 

Success came him time. There question 
his reputation from the beginning the sixties. 
the World’s Exposition, 1867, where nine his pic- 
tures were exhibited, was literally covered with dis- 
tinction, and received the gold medal honor. 
lived see his “Woman with the Lamp,” for which 
had received only 150 francs, sold for 
said he, “they begin understand that work 
serious.” Early the year 1875 was prostrated with 
fever and died the 20th January. His funeral oc- 
curred cold, damp day, and there were few who 
came pay their respects this great man. When the 
news reached Paris caused great shock; but his real, 
lasting fame has been increasing steadily since, the 
years have come and gone, and the people have awak- 
ened the meaning and worth his message and 
spirit.

The Cathedral Mexico City. 


The largest and oldest cathedral 
the American Continent that 
Mexico, which covers acres 
ground. The seating capacity 
about 12,000. 

The cornerstone was 1573, 
upon the site great Aztee tem- 
ple which Cortez destroyed. small 
church was erected there two years 
later, and years afterward 
came the this mighty 
building, whose walls were 
before the Puritans had 
Plymouth Rock.

“Will you write article help school teachers liv- 
ing without city conveniences keep well?—E. B.” 


The above request abstracted from recent letter. 
replying, the emphasis will put upon the “how” 
phase the question. The questioner had mind the 
teachers who teach country and small town schools, 
where the buildings are poorly equipped; where there are 
but few conveniences, comforts safeguards; where the 
equipment cannot greatly changed; where the water 
comes from wells, the heat from stoves hot air fur- 
naces, and bad weather the children bring muddy shoes 
and wet overclothes into the schoolrooms; where the 
schools are not connected with sewer systems. 

The question is: What can the teacher keep 
herself healthy? 

starting with the assumption that most teachers 
know that the percentage ill health among teachers 
somewhat high and want what they can rectify 
it. They are asking the question “How?” That question 
shall try answer. 

should say that first importance nerves.

The Problem Contagious Diseases. 

has been noticed that contagion worse the 
spring than the fall. large cities, where they plat 
out diagrams contagion, they find that the curve starts 
low when the children come together the fall, that 
gradually rises through the winter and peaks the spring. 

With some forms contagion this rule does not al- 
ways hold true the country schools. For instance, 
country school may have run measles the fall and 
free the spring. The reason that country com- 
munities are commonly free from measles, and, when 
accident the contagion gets the fall spreads. The 
city harbors measles all the time, and the law growth 
not subject the same chance. 

The reason for this gradual rise the sickness line 
that carriers colds, pneumonia, diphtheria, scarlet fever 
and other forms contagion come into the schools. There 
gradual spread with gradual rise severe illness. 

The point that mild illnesses bear relation 
severe illnessses.

Every catalog prospectus should indicate the 
salient and aesthetic elements which should permeate 
school atmosphere. They should published regularly, 
and carefully numbered volume and series. 

supplement the catalog nothing seems better 
than periodical publication the student body; or, 
representative portion that body, united some 
literary social tie. This tends keep students, faculty, 
alumni, and friends close and happy intercourse. This 
publication may monthly, quarterly, even annual 
its appearance. The pen productions all, whether 
student alumnus, should welcome its pages. 

The alumni school are living exhibition its 
work, and should its best advertisement the outside 
world. The good will the alumni therefore speaks 
much.

Recent inventions, discoveries, astronomical features, 
should bring forth the professors lectue thesis. Like- 
wise, courses “extension system” are productive 
good results.

This the age 
the free press. Daily papers spend enormous sums 
money gather matters interest their readers. 
Things general information and mean value the 
reading public occur daily our colleges; but for want 
proper system, these opportunities publicity are left 
smoulder and smoke instead appearing luminous 
articles, profitable the writers well the readers. 
The press agent college should keep Catholic and 
non-catholic periodicals informed every literary, re- 
ligious and other matter interest. Unfortunately, ath- 
letics alone seem claim this attention. 

The name athletics brings another form out- 
side influence, much abused form however. The ethical 
value athletics beyond subject. But let look 
the influences. all like see our boys win. 
wouldn’t American didn’t. Most us, however, 
would prefer suffer defeat than the object the 
cutting darts criticism that are often thrown 
Catholic colleges, and only too often with good reason. 
The Catholic college athletic club should governed 
moderator whose valor well seasoned with pru- 
dence—and with the other three cardinal virtues well. 
should man honor, good student human 
nature, and youthful enough take interest matters 

that interest the students. 
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must remarked here that often collegiate life, 
owing doubt the intense desire “up-to-date,” 
many laudable ancient customs have been abolished; and 
this without improving the past even introducing 
substitute. Among these may mentioned exhibitions 
class work and public examinations. the latter 
have nothing say; but the former, believe, can 
made excellent means keeping the school touch 
with the public. Art, literature, music, science and elocu- 
tion can their respective ways used great advan- 
tage keeping the school before the public and demon- 
strating its efficiency.
